It is to be noted that any use of the word ‘‘Engraving”’ in connection with 
other graphic processes involving thermography, raised printing, or plain embos- 
sing of type printed lines is illegal. Violations of the law should be called to the 
attention of the Federal Trade Commission. 

RULING OF THE FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 
OF THE U.S. GOVERNMENT: 


“The word ‘engraving’, as it is used in the graphic arts, may be applied 
either to an engraved intaglio plate upon which letters, words or designs have 
been incised or cut, or to impressions made from such a plate. Such plates are 
cut or incised by hand, by machine, by etching with acid, by a transfer from 
other engravings and by other means, but in all cases the letters, words or 
designs so to be produced upon stationery are cut below the surface of the plate. 

To make impressions from such a plate the ink is applied, then the plate 
is wiped so that the ink remains only in the lines cut below the surface. The inked 
plate is then put upon a piece of stationery or article to be engraved and 
pressure is applied sufficient to force the surface of the stationery into the lines 
cut in the plate, causing the ink in such lines to adhere to the paper on which 
the impression is to\be made.”’

(Text of the Valedictory Address to be delivered at the Spring Convocation 
of the Faculties of Arts, Science, and Commerce — May 1960, by the 
Valedictorian, Mr. Howard B. Ripstein, B.Com. 


I have been invited by the 1960 Graduating Class to say goodbye to this 
University on their behalf. 

Farewells such as this are sad things. For us, they mean partings, temporary 
or permanent, from friends, companions, lecturers, professors — from the immediate 
atmosphere of our University. 

Those of us whose departure is but temporary, in that we shall return to take 
up once more — no matter when — some corporal bond with Sir George, as part 
of Administration or Faculty, are very fortunate. 

Those of us whose physical going is final should rejoice that there remains 
between all of us and our University a spiritual bond, a reciprocal relationship, 
that of Alumni towards Alma Mater, that of Alma Mater towards Alumni, each 
with pride in the other. 

We are truly grateful to Sir George Williams University for the many things 
given to us, things of the mind, things of the will. Among all of these, I hope that 
it has given us one thing in particular: a keen awareness of our individuality. In 
this respect, I would like to leave a message with you. 


Through our years of effort, we looked forward to one thing: our graduation, 
the hour of emancipation, the time when at last we would be free. Before then, our 
concern with lectures, study, assignment deadlines, and examination schedules 
governed us and the hours of our day. But graduation meant that we would be cap- 
tains of our own ships, masters of our separate selves. This would be a great step 
indeed. 


Precisely because we are free to go our separate ways, we should, each of us, be 
determined to maintain our individuality, to remain ourselves. But what happens? 
What is the sad story? No sooner do we leave this University, no sooner are we 
free, than influences, both internal and external, converge on us and conspire against 
this freedom, attempting to destroy it. 


The first influence is custom, the accepted manner — convention. I readily 
admit that we must be ruled to some extent by convention, certainly when it is 
embodied in law. We can say that convention is often no more than soilidified 
politeness, and that it can save us time, for by accepting the shapes and fashions of 
the age, we need not bother ourselves about little things. All of this is right and 
proper. But how easily can we slip into an extension of this attitude — the attitude 
of mind which is lazy about judging for itself, which increasingly avoids making 
its own choice, an attitude which makes us reluctant to differ from the ordinary 
run of men? This has happened to many; it can happen to us. For customary 
judgment, “conventional standards of popularity or fashion can crush personality 
and convert men into parrots.” Such conventions, blindly accepted, can be far 
greater tyrants than the most rigorous university programme could ever be. Many 
pay tribute to freedom, sound its praises and pretend to revel in it, yet, are not free 
at all. Restating conventional judgments, repeating current phrases, they are happy 
to be like their fellows, to be like everyone else. (Continued on page 9) 
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The second influence which we must guard against consists of the lies, the 
false publicity, and the dishonest propaganda, of which we are the constant target, 
which many accept, and repeat as truth. We who have graduated, we who have 
earned our freedom, what does it avail us, if we, too, come to accept this falseness 
undicerningly, if we, too, accept this tyranny, this undiscerning echo of the untruths 
of others? For there is no freedom comparable with the freedom built on truth, and 
there is no individuality without freedom of the mind, freedom of the spirit. 

Therefore, let us hold to our own ideas, if they are based on truth. Let us 
always be truthful; then convention and falsehood will never destroy us. We shall 
maintain our freedom. We shall maintain our individuality. We shall remain 
ourselves. 

A final word. I have said that Sir George Williams University has given us 
many things for our minds and wills. Let us ensure that what we have taken for 
our minds, what we have taken for our wills, are not used to evil purpose. God 
grant that this University will be able always to be proud of its graduates, and 
particularly proud of the Graduating Class assembled here. May God continue 
to bless the destinies of this University, its Governors, its Faculty, and its Students. 


NOTES FOR A SUMMER’S READING 


Most university graduates have been weaned on a diet of paperbacks in 
recent years — many professors have even included paperback books in their reading 
lists. The publishers, moreover, have been pouring out an unending supply of 
new and interesting books since many of us have ended university to that end, we 
hope to institute a short column of new paperbacks in many fields. This is in keep- 
ing with our feeling that learning doesn’t end when the degree or diploma is 
received. Since your editor is not a book reviewer, comments will be very brief: 
1. Main Street, USSR, by Irving R. Levine (Signet) — a comprehensive, and 

very readable account of Russia’s people — their education, entertainment, 
religion, all catalogued by the NBC correspondent. 

2. 43,000 Years Later, by Horace Coon (Signet) — a better-than-average science- 
fiction opus. Written with a touch of satire the book claims to be the report 
of investigations conducted by some other-worldly characters of our earth after 
it had “blown itself up.” Light, but well-organized, 

3. The Insolent Chariots, by John Keats (Crest) — The first pages will dispel 
any ideas about the author being any kin to the English poet. This book is all 
about the automobile — its origins, development, and evolution into the most 
important force in our way of life. Humorous, but thought-provoking. 

4. The Liveliest Art, by Arthur Knight (Mentor) — A first-rate and valuable 
history of motion pictures, from the earliest days to television. Illustrated and 
indexed, it is almost a reference work, yet is written in a pleasing style. 

5. Hitler, A Study in Tyranny, by Alan Bullock (Bantam) — A scholarly, although 
readable biography which illuminates an important and tragic era in world 
history. In the light of recent arrests of his aides, Hitler’s story needs re-reading. 

6..A Treasury of Ribaldry, ed. by Louis Untermeyer (Popular) — At 75c, this 
is in the high-price class, but worth it for the scope of its contents — Plato, 
through Boccaccio and Rabelais, naturally, to Caldwell and Damon Runyon. 
Included are some gems by masters of writing about “the satisfaction of the 
body.” — STAN ASHER.

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STUDENT LOAN FUND 
By MAURICE GOLD, C.A. 


The Student Loan Fund was established by the Association of Alumni in the 
Spring of 1957. To date more than 30 applications have been received and con- 
sidered, by the Student Loan Fund Committee, which consists of 3 representatives 
of the Alumni and 2 representatives appointed by the Faculty Council. The Chair- 
man is appointed from one of the three Alumni representatives. 

The By-Laws governing the Fund give full and final authority to the Commit- 
tee to grant loans, through its resources and facilities, to undergraduates of the 
University, The Committee may, at its sole discretion, grant loans to graduates of 
the University, who are furthering their studies in post graduate fields. 

In accordance with Articles 4 and 8 of the By-Laws, loans are not based on 
academic qualifications, nor academic merit, but solely on the students genuine 
need. However, only those students in “satisfactory academic standing”’ are eligible 
for loans. In other words, a student with consistently failing marks would not be 
granted a loan unless the Committee was convinced that these low marks were due 
to the financial hardships of the applicant. 

Article 13 requires the Committee to consider all applications as “strictly 
confidential” and at no time should the names of students to whom loans are 
granted be submitted for publication. 

The majority of requests for loans fall into three main categories — 

A. Assistance in paying Tuition fees at the University, 

B_ Assistance re. post graduate studies, 

C. Personal maintenance, that is, money for room and board. 

Since the establishment of our Loan Fund, the Board of Governors has set 
up a University Loan Fund exclusively for Tuition fees on a short term basis. All 
Applications falling under category A above, are immediately discussed with the 
Bursar, and in the majority of cases, arrangements are made through his office. 

Applications have been received and loans were granted to graduates, who have 
been accepted at other Universities for post graduate studies. In one particular 
case, the applicant received a fellowship grant for post graduate studies at an Ameri- 
can University. However, she lacked sufficient funds for room and board. A loan 
was granted to cover her first year needs. At the beginning of the second term, a 
request was received for additional funds, and this was also granted. Upon gradua- 
tion, the applicant was retained by a large Company and has repaid both loans in 
full. 

It is in category C that the Student Loan Fund can play its greatest role. 
Prior to the establishment of our Fund, students requiring financial assistance for 
maintenance were unable to obtain it at the University. Now, we are in a position 
to help these students. The extent of the needs of some of the applicants is almost 
unbelievable. One foreign student was sent to us by an Administrative Officer. 
When I interviewed the applicant, he was wearing a thin summer raincoat, no 
hat, overshoes or gloves, and his shoes were torn and full of holes. It was mid- 
winter, and the temperature outside was 20 degrees below zero. He was literally 
living on bread and water, and was about to be thrown out of his room for non- 
payment of rent. This was a second year Arts Student with average academic 
marks at Sir George Williams University. We immediately granted him a nominal 
loan and then proceeded to study his application thoroughly. Through personal 
contacts, a part time job was obtained for the applicant and other loans were granted 
to carry him through the academic year. 
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Applications received by the Student Loan Fund usually eminate from either 
the Dean’s Office or the Guidance Office. Because of the very limited funds at our 
disposal, the Committee has not advertised the existence of the Fund, except in 
the University Announcement. 

The need for financial assistance among the student body is very great. At 
present, the Student Loan Fund could lend ten times the amount of money it has 
available. It is rather shocking when you discover Georgians being forced to take 
on a daily paper route, in order to barely exist. Or a married student being forced 
to withdraw in the middle of the year because his wife is pregnant. On a student 
being forced to withdraw because his widowed mother has suddenly turned ill and 
he has to earn money to pay the medical expenses. These are only a few of the types 
of financial needs presently existing among the less-fortunate students.

SIR GEORGE WILLIAMS UNIVERSITY 


Remarks by Dr. B. W. Roberts 
CONVOCATION — MAY 20, 1960 


It is a great pleasure for me as my first official act as Chancellor to welcome 
all of you here this evening. We especially appreciate the attendance on this occa- 
sion of Dr. Cyril James, Principal and Vice-Chancellor of McGill University, 
and many other distinguished members of our community who have honoured us by 
their presence. It is always a most pleasant duty for my colleagues on the Board 
of Governors and myself to welcome the parents and friends of the members of 
the graduating class. This I do again most heartily because, after all, this convoca- 
tion is primarily in their honour. 

However, I would be remiss if I did not express to the Board of Governors 
and the Corporation my personal and sincere appreciation for the honour symbol- 
ized by this ceremony, My interest in Sir George Williams goes back many years, 
and that I should be the first Chancellor of this institution as a university is an 
idea which, frankly, never occurred to me until recently when it was advanced by 
my fellow Board members.

Remarks by Henry F. Hall, Principal 


CONVOCATION — MAY 20, 1960 

I know that many members of this large gathering share with me the great 
pleasure of seeing Dr. B. W. Roberts installed as the first Chancellor of this Univers- 
ity. I confess that for a long time I have secretly cherished the desire to address 
him publicly as “Mr. Chancellor”; and tonight this has happened. I must disclaim 
any credit whatever for bringing this about, because it was, in fact, the act of the 
Board of Governors, confirmed by the Corporation, and originally stimulated by 
the Association of Alumni. 

I mention these circumstances not only as an opportunity of congratulating 
and paying tribute to our new Chancellor who is, of course, in reality one of our 
oldest friends, but also to illustrate something of which my colleagues and I are 
very jealous, namely, the closely knit nature of our institution. In days of increase 
and expansion, we are deeply conscious that this close relationship should be pre- 
served. 

It is traditional with us that the Principal should say a few words about, as 
well as to, the graduating class. Those who receive degrees tonight number 344. 
Of this number, 176 graduate in Arts, 77 in Science, and 9/ in Commerce. 273 
are men and 7] women. 

One must always be careful about ages, and I assure you I am not going to 
reveal any personal secrets. However, you will be interested to know that 16 of 
this group are under 2/, while 43 are 35 or over. 130, which is 37 %, are married. 
We often have married students graduating together, but not so this year. There are 
2 brothers graduating together, Messr. Nicholas and Peter Hanlon. 22 members 
of the class are graduates of Sir George Williams High School and, therefore, have 
been with us for a long time.

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NEW LIBRARY PLANNED 


STAFF SALARIES UP 
FEES REMAIN ‘LOWEST’ 


The more than 200 faculty and staff members at Sir George will receive 
higher salaries next September as a result of increased government aid to educational 
institutions in Quebec, but fees will remain at the present level, university officials 
have announced. 

Explaining the effect of recently announced government support on Sir George, 
Chancellor B. W. Roberts said it would primarily mean that salaries will be revised 
and increases implemented by the next school term. 

“We are not yet in a position to say exactly what these changes will involve,” 
he said, “but increases will be forthcoming by next September.” 

Sir George now employs 149 part time and 54 full time faculty members. 

However, both he and Dr. Hall pointed out that there will definitely be no 
change in the present fee scale, “which is already the lowest of any university in 
eastern Canada.” 

Currently, day students in arts, science and commerce pay $360 tuition the 
first year and $300 each year thereafter, while evening students pay $50 per course. 

Asked about expansion plans, the new chancellor said “some consideration 
will definitely have to be given” to the acquisition of more space, but he added that 
immediate plans call only for construction of a new library. 

He said work on the library, which will become a sixth floor on the new 
building, is expected to get under way this May and it will be ready for use early 
in 1961. 

Chancellor Roberts hinted, however, that additional expansion will be required 
if Sir George is to meet the ever increasing demands of a growing student body. 

Completion of the new library will make the present library space available 
for classroom use and mean that the number of volumes available for students will 
jump from 40,000 to 88,000.
